Stockmen of Eastern Oie^on Again 


Auuoyfd by the .Destruc- 


tive feat. 


For the fifot linn* iu soaie years 


c-t»>«,iu-s an- plentiful on the eastern 
Oregon piaius this 
year. Once a!- 


most driven out by the determined 
efforts of the stock men aud the co- 
operatiuit of state and county gov- 
ernments they are causing trouble 
011 the sheep ranges. 


Several years ago the stale placed 


a bounty on their heads aud many 
fasivru Oregon counties ottered an 
additional sum for scales preseuted 
to the county clerk. The sheepnieu 
organized big coyote hunts and the 
auiuials were all but 
driven out. 


Kor a time it was a rare thing to see 
a baud and thi.s made the sheepmen 
careless. 


This year finds them again very 


abundant and 
they 
are 
attacking 


sheep aud even worrying droves of 
cattle. Coyotes 
have a systematic 


way of rounding up a bunch of sheep 
and then keepinsj them moving con- 
tinually. Many thus die of exhaus- 
tion, although only a few are eaten. 


Stockmen are beginning to resort 


to their old ways of ridding the coun- 
try of coyotes. The 
state 
bounty 


law is yet iu force and the sheepmen 
will organize coyote hunts. 


The Oregon bounty law has been a 


source of great abuse and the state 
| has been robbed of many hundreds 
of dollars. About three years ago a 
scheme was 
discovered 
by which 


coyote scalps had been shipped into 
this state for months from 
Idaho, 


whefe there Is no bounty, and -the 
regular fee collected. 


GOVERNS PRICES OF DOGS 


Sentiment of Purchaser Has Much

FIRST COSSACKS OVER HERE 


Dai-ing Voyages in. Crude Boats Cost 


Many Lives Crossing the 


Behring- Sea. 


Long before Peter the Great 
had 


sent Vitus Bering to America, in 17-H, 
Russian voyagers had launched out 
east and north with a daredevil reck- 
lessness that would have done honor 
to prehistoric man. That part of their 
adventurea is a record that exceeds 
the wildest darings of fiction, says 
a writer in Harper's Maga/ine. Their 
boats were called kotches. They were 
some 
GO feet 
long, 
flat-bottomed, 


planked with green timber. Not a nail 
was used. Where were nails to come 
from G.OOO miles across 
the 
frozen 


tundras? 
Indeed, iron was so scarce 


that at a later day, when ships with 
nails ventured on these seas, natives 
were detected diving below to pnH 
the nails from the timbers with their 
teeth. Instead of nails the Cossacks 
used reindeer thongs to bind the plank- 
ing together.—Instead of Lar, tiiuss atiJ 
clay and the tallow 
of sea animals 


calked the seams. 
Needless to say, 


there was neither canvas nor rope. 
Reindeer thongs supplied the cordage, 
reindeer hides the sails. On such rick- 
i ty crafc, "with the help of God and 
a little powder," the Russian voyagers 
hoisted sail and put to sea. 
On just 


such vessels did Deslmeft and Stauuuh- 
in attempt to round 
Asia from 
the 


Arctic into Bearing sea (1647-50). 


To be sure, the first bang of the ice 


floes against the prow of the rickety 
boats knocked them 
into 
kindling 


wood. Two-thirds of the Cossack voy- 
agers were lost every year; and often 
all news that came of the crew was 
a mast pole washed in by the tide with 
a dead man lashed to the cross-trees. 
Small store of fresh water could b: 
carried. Pine needles were the only 
antidote for scurvy, and many a time 
the boat came tumbling back in the 
home port, not a man well enough to 
stand before the mast.

THE CHINESE IMMIGRATION 


QUESTION 


William J. Bryan in the April num- 


ber of Success discusses the Chinese 
immigration problem and 
the 
de- 


mands -which the Chinese merchants 
have presented or would like to pre- 
sent to our government. 
Whatever 


may be thought of Mr. Bryan's views 
on the monetary question and Ameri- 
can politics, there can be no doubt 
that he writes o'f the immigration dif- 
ficulty logically and well. It is pos- 
sible that he overestimates the evils 
of increased immigration from Cbina 
but, in the main, Americans 
will 


heartily agree with 'his conclusions. 


The Chinese coolies, Mr. Bryan as- 


sures us, are the best possible people 
to keep out of America. With a low 
standard of living and with no ob- 


-. ject in cominj to America but to ac- 


cumulate a little money and return 
home, their very presence here is a 
detriment to the country. The great- 
er their numbers, of course, the great- 
er the detriment. 


That the Chinaman does not come 


here 'to learn American 
ways and 


make America his home is the strong- 
est possible argument against admit- 
ting 'ham. He brings nothing 
with 


him, spends little while here and re- 
turns home as soon as he has money 
enough to live in comfort there. 


The 
boycott against 
American 


goods, says Mr. Bryan, is typical of 
the Chinese. It is in line with their 
practices in dealing with officials of 
their own race. If they are satisfied 
that they can never accomplish by 
it the object they seek, they are as 
likely to abandon the boycott as they 
would be if it led to the concessions 
from the United States government 
which they desire. 


Mr. Bryan believes that the Chi- 


nese can never be raised to the plane 
of the American people. If the latter 
are forced to compete with large num- 
bers of Chinese laborers and 
artis- 


ans, iihe American standard must bo 
lowered. Where 
other 
immigrants 


gradually adopt 
American 
customs 


and seek for themselves the advan- 
tages which native Americans enjoy, 
the Chinaman clings to his oun ways. 
By fax the greater part of the mon- 
ey ha earns is to all intents and pur- 
poses withdrawn from circulation, so 
far as the United States is concerned. 


Th© inevitable conclusion is 
that 


the Chines-e exclr.c'.on laws cannot be 
made appreciably less string&nt than 
they are without working to the dis- 
advantage of the American 
people. 


That ought to settle the question at 
once, no matter what the Chinamen 
may say or do.

The 
farmer usually 


walked both ways and encouraged 
the oxen. 
After selling his piortuce 


the farmer would sometimes be in- 
vited to ride home witih a neighbor. 
He would then negotiate with a lad 
from his town 
to 
diive his 
team 


home and twelve and one-half cents 
was considered a fair equivalent for 
such services. 
Potatoes usually sold 


for twenty-five cents a bushel. One 
Hampton farmer was digging his po- 
tatoes wihen a Portsmouth man, who 
bore the reputation of being a little 
sharp, passing the field stopped 
to 


chat and inquired how many hills oi 
potatoes jt took to measure a bushel. 
The farmer thought four would do it. 
The Portsmouth man saw a chance to 
make a bargain and offered this prop- 
osition: 
''If you can fill a 
busliel 


basket with four bills I will give you 
a dollar for them, otherwise they are 
to be mine without cost." Tie tann- 
er agreed to the proposition and 
quickly won by heaping the 
basket 


with the contents of tour hills of po- 
tatoes 
In these degenerate days the 


fanner would have lost—it now takes 
about ten hills to fill the same meas- 
ure. 


To return to the subject of walk- 


ing. 
It is told of one Portsmouth 


farmer Chat jn the fall of the year he 
desired to purchase some barrels for 
Ms apples. So one morning he start- 
ed early and walked to Exeter ten 
miles distant where he made his pur- 
chase. 
He then walked back to Iiis 


home ten miles more, and faooked up 
his oxen and again walked to Exeter, 
g-ot his barrels and 
walked 
home 


again, and thought nothing of it.
